The Turkish Interior Ministry 
earlier had expressed belief the 
quake, which leveled dozens of

Travelers to Mexico and oth 
er tropical and temperate coun­ 
tries have always been struck 
by

“ Montezu­ 
ma’s Revenge.” Short - lived 
attacks of nausea and diarrhea 
were distressing but left no se­ 
vere after - effects. Occasion­ 
ally, these symptoms persisted 
and were finally traced to an in­ 
fection caused by the entamo­ 
eba histoytica. 
This disease, amebiasis, is an 
a severe inflammation of the 
color, and is accompanied by 
gastro - intestinal complaints, 
fever, fatigue and vague aches 
and pains aU over the body. 
Even in 
the 
United 
Slates, 
there are perhaps ten per cent 
of the population affected by 
this disease. In specific areas 
the rate may go as high as IO 
per cent without any symptoms 
in people who are the carriers 
and distributors of this condi­ 
tion. 
In Mexico the condition oc­ 
curs frequently and when ne­ 
glected can be responsible f o r 
many severe complications and 
liver abscesses. 
Unless treat­ 
ed early 
and 
vigorously 
pro­ 
longed invalidism and a high 
rate of mortality occurs. 
Rigid cleanliness and hygiene 
coupled with strict inspection of 
all food handlers is the best way 
to 
prevent 
contamination 
of 
food 
The problem is so extensive 
in Mexico that Dr. Francisco 
Biagi and his colleagues at the 
National University of Mexico 
Medical 
School 
have 
concen­ 
trated their efforts to eradicate 


amebiasis with a newly found 
chemical. 
They chose almost a thousand 
people 
known 
to 
be 
infect­ 
ed with this parasite and treat­ 
ed them two times a week with 
the drug clef amide for a whole 
year. Dr. Biagi concluded that 
it is now possible to carry out a 
program of prevention in the 
general population and in vis­ 
itors by adding small amounts 
of the 
medicine 
to 
ordinary 
drinking water. 
He believes that hundreds of 
thousands of visitors from the 
United States would be reliev­ 
ed of the possibility of bringing 
home this severe type of dysen­ 
tery. 
The control of amebiasis is 
strictly a public health menace 
that calls for an energetic at­ 
tack on the problem if it is to 
be eradicated from any coun­ 
try. 


What precautions can be tak­ 
en 
in 
foreign 
tropical 
lands 
against an attack of dysentery? 
Drinking bottled water is ab­ 
solutely essential to avoid the 
distressing intestinal symptoms 
of dysentery'. Some vegetables 
and fruits are grown in oil that 
is contaminated. These should 
never be eaten raw. 
Fruits with a thick covering 
like oranges and bananas can 
be safe 
when 
peeled. 
Some 
fruits are washed in polluted 
water and may be a source of 
infection. 
Avoid the easily spoiled cus­ 
tard and stay away from unus­ 
ual “hot dishes”. Rely on the 
more usual standard diet.
